finds her greatest happiness in his presence,
Yet she s unwilling to bind herself to him
by anything which may ocompromise her
freedom. He, on the other hand, Is so fas-
clnated by her that ke becomas her alave
temporarily, to the detriment of his pro-
feanlon.

The greatest value of ths book llas in
tho keen paychological Insight that Mr,
Dawson shows in treating his characters,
enpecially In the discussion of the state of
Teddy's soul. But as the state of Teddy's
soul was rather unhealthy, and as the ex-
ponitions of it are ever present, the book
takes of a distinctly effeminate tone The
BOOG charmeters do stand out as dis-
tinet personalities, but thelr function ls ob-
soure. The descriptions aim at being star-
thng, but they abound in overdone, pathebic
fallacien. Moreover, the book is not, strictly
speaking, trus Lo life; there may be “slaves
of freedom,” but they are not like Desirs,
As & whole, the novel falls ghort of its mark.
